WASHINGTON. December 10..Col¬

onel lloethals. Governor of the Canal
Zone, according to Information to the
Hrltish embassy to-day, which was
communicated to the State Depart¬
ment, has found that the British col¬
lier, which was thought to have vio¬
lated the neutrality of Panama zone
waters by sending a wireless message,
actually had no wireless equipment. It
Is understood that the message was
rent by another Hrltish ship, which,
however, was outside the three-mile
limlt. At the .embassy tills statement
was Issued:
"According to a telegram received

from the llritlsh minister i»t Panama, j
a Hrltish ship, employed as a collier t

of the hrltish government, arrrlvcd at |
Panama without a bill «>l health, and
was Indicted for violation of quaran¬
tine regulations and was condemned
by the court to pay a nominal
tine of $50. At Balboa she re-
Ing a government ship, had to choose
between violation of neutrality rules or
violation of custom laws, by leaving
without clearance papers which she
had not received. She left at once. 1 lie jclearance papers were ready, but she
had not time to wait for them.
"She was also accused of having used

SUGGESTION FOR AVOIDANCE
OF INDUSTRIAL DISPUTES/

Sir <;<-orgc Axkwltli, Chief Induntrlnl
Commissioner, Submits Plnn to Cot¬

ton Trnile lntrrritt.<).

I.O.NDON, December 9..A. suggestion
liy Sir Oeorge Askwlth. chief Industrial
commissioner, for the avoidance of In¬
dustrial disputes in the cotton trade
has boen well received and is almost
ceitain 'to be adopted.

It Is proposed that an arrangement
be entered Into both by employes and
operatives to refer all questions In dis-
put to their point executive before
either strike or lockout notices are is-
sued. No formal and detailed agree-
moiil for setting up elaborate inachin-
cry for settlement of disputes is advo-
cated, but the Idea is rather to extend
to all disputes which may arise in the
trade the method employed in adjust-
iiiK "bad spinning" disputes.
Those disputes have been Jointly rtia-

cussed by the operatives* representa-
lives and the employers' federation be-
fore a critical stage was reached. The
plan worked so well that the same sort
of arrangement is proposed in relation
to other disputes.
The operative spinners' executive has

always Informed Sir Oeorge Askwlth
of their readiness to accept his sugges¬
tion, and It is understood the employ¬
ers' federation will follow suit.

ROCKEFELLER 'RESISTS
PAYING TAXES IN OHIO

CIlcN Petition for Injunction Ajcnlnst

CLEVELAND., O.. December 19..John

D. Rockefeller, througn counsel, to-day
llled In Federal Court a petition for an
injunction to lestrnin County Trcas- j
urer O'Hrien from collecting taxes on j$31 1,040,337 assessment placed on
Rockefeller's holdings by the Cuya-
hogs County Tax Commission. Mr.
Rockefeller declares he Is a resident of
New York State; that he maintains a
residence there, and performs all the
functions of a citizen of that State.

-Mr. Hookefeller says he ceased to be j
a resident of Ohio in lSsf>.
The petition describes the Cleveland

Forest Hill estate of Mr. Rockefeller
as a place where ho maintains a sum¬
mer home, and which he occasionally
visits.
The petition alleges that on Decern-

her IS, 1914, Mr. Rockefeller tendered
to Treasurer O'Hrlen $29.C4, his le»?al
tax, and that It was refused. This
amount is all Mr. Rockefeller owes
Cuyahoga County In taxes, the petition
states. Taxes on his physical hold- |ings are paid regularly In New York,
according to the petition.
The tax on more than $311,000,000

Mr. Rockefeller is sisked to pay In Ohio
was assessed on his Standard Oil and
other holdings.
Tax officials contend that under the

Ohio law, by remaining here a greater
part of a year, Mr. Rockefeller became
a citizen for taxation purposes.

The new branch of the work planned

at tho recent Education Conference
for tho Virginia State Teaclu-rs' Asso¬
ciation was formally put into motion,
yesterday. Tho object Is the training:',
of teachers to tho highest possible de¬
gree of ctllcioney.

During tho sessions ot the EducationConference the details of the plan on
which the new bureau is to bo operated
wore agreed upon. It devolves uponProfessor Josse 11. Mlnford, secretaryof the State Teachers' Association,who is also Held secretary of the Vir¬
ginia Co-Opcrntlve Education Associa¬
tion. to put the. plan Into execution.
The teacheri;' association has a mem¬

bership of approximately '5.300, whichincludes teachcrs and superintendentsof the public schools. State normaland college teachers and ottlcers. Pro¬fessor IMnford yesterday opened a bu¬
reau in room 80!» Chamber of Commercebuilding, lie has compiled a mailinglist which carries already the namesof 5.000 teachers In the public schoolsand other educators. .The work con¬templated for the betterment of theschool service and educational progressof the State is something in tho natureof a correspondence school, in that in¬
structive literature is to be widely dis¬tributed among the teachers and schoololhcers. from time to time, by lilnford'sbureau. The opening installment oftho course is in the form of a circularwhich treats comprehensively of theaims and objects of this new arm ofthe educational machinery of the State.
